Outlined by Prof . Smitbl

••The influence of Christianity in 
India Is enormous, even among non- 
Chrlstlans," tald Professor W. C. 
Smith, of 'ihe Faculty of Divinity, 
at the regular meeting of the Can- 
terbury Club at noon-yéîterday. 

Christianity, .; was ''an orierital 
reilglon,;[ saV/'',Prpf/ SmUh- iaitd 
started Ip the Middle East 1( was 
tpre/)d by Jesus' disciples, . mainly 
Paul. "The Roman" Empire %1to 
spread Christianity after it became 
Christian. St. Thomas is said to 
t^ave taken it to India and to have 
founded the first Christian 'group 
therp. ' . 

•.The main centres of Christianity 
In India are lij Tfbyancorc, . In 
which- one third of the' population 
Is Christian, and the Portuguese 
colony of Goa. There arc small 
communities scattered over the rest 
of .India.' ^ ' . . t 

There are 8.000,000 Christians; In 
India, about ihe- same , number as 
In Canada. A halt are Roman 
Catholics, and one and a halt 
million are Syrians. 'The rest are 
Protestants of different denomina- 
tions. _ 

Christianity appeals to the villag- 
ers and outcast;, 'because of its 
doctrbe of equality. Outcasts lived

^These «ré roughly tha arguments 
which are presented for and sgainst 
Joining the lUS. They can be 
greatly expanded, and a great deal 



of time can be spent on details. But 
In cfsence it, boils down to this: 
Those who ari- for Joining are in- 
terested in seeing Canadian stu- 
dents take a mature place among 
the world student community; 
strong in their resolve to have theii; 
point of view heard. Those who 
are as.iinst don't want to have aijy- 
thing to do with communism, think 
joining lUS will seriously weaktn 
NFCUS, and want to see us stay in 
our own back yard. ', 

The argumenta for Joining strike 
us as more mature and more real- 
istic than the arguments against. 
We woui<) suggest the following 
program for NFCUS with regard to 
the lUS: 

(1) Initiate Immediately, on ail 
Canadian campusct,'^i;iprognmA.of 
education about the IÙS,''whantMs, 
and what It could do. 

12) Take a vote on each campus 
to f(nd out whether Canadian stu- 
dents think we should Join the lUS. 

(3) It that vote': Is In favour, of 
affiliation, take immédiat steps to 
appoiOi: at Meast three ' Canadian 
students. to attend the lUS Congress 
in Europe this summer- as observers. 
Make sure that these students are 
\lr: best Informed, the best pre- 
pared, and the strongest Canadian 
student leaders available, and give 
them full support, both' financially 
and morallyj " ' 

(4) At the same time, prepare a 
campaign to convince the other 
western student unions to rejoin 
or Join the lUS, since we cannot 
hope to make any impression in 
that organization without at least 
two-thirds of these lympathetic un-, 
ions to work. with us. ., , 

^(5) Prepare to affiliate with tUS 
next year, following the NFCUS 
Conference in September. By that 
time we should have been able to 
ascertain the > feeling of the other 
western uniotis, and better prepare 
ourselves to ;take our place in the 
lUS, as a militant opposition. ' 

'(6) Prepare a . program of - pub- 
licity for Canadian studei^ts so that 
they will be,constant]y,''and fully, 
informed of what is going on, who 
is acting for them, and what suc- 
cess or failure our efforts are havr 

Ing. ■'■ 

A strong' and 1^ positive progriam 
from NFCUS on the lUS question 
at this time can do much to further 
our understanding an^. apprecia- 
tion of the student! world so far re- 
moved from us. Perhaps the next 
Canadian, atudent leader who goes 
out iq-^inee't ' Iha' ( ''commtmlst' . ' 
menace" will not have to.^report 
frustration, failure, dçfeat, regret, 
hurplliatlon and confusion'.'. It is* to 
be^opcd that it will be so.
